On 
the morning of the tale the Itoops on 
each hog-head were loosened, and one 
head taken out. Then came tha 
‘break.’ The head breakman wielded 
a large ax made for the purpose, and 
pri.-d an opening. An iron break 
•take, like a crowl»ot. waa rnn into 
the opening, and sample bundle* of 
tobacco drawn. There were never 
less thqn thr»*e 'breaks’ made in a 
hogshead, and the samples drawn 
were taken us a fair indication of the
